| What is Electricity? 
| 


In view of the number of theories advanced 
in answer to this question, the question might 
perhaps, appear eomewhat superflaous when 80 
many satisfactory solutions all more or less 
different are at hand. In his concluding lec- 
ture at the Royal Institution, however, Profes- 
sor Fleming answered it once more as fol- 
lows: 

What (said Professor Fleming) is this mys- 
terious agent which we call electricity, and 
which seems so ready to adapt itself to our 
needs? It was the first question people asked; 
it was the last to be answered. Our knowledge 
of electritity was comparable to our knowledge 
of biology, or any other of the sciences. Wecould 
see the life processes at work,but were no nearer 
junderstanding what life was, We could see 
electricity at work, but failed to perceive what 
the thing itself was. However, science was 
| beginning to recognize one thing as the result 
lof its researches, and that was that electricity 

was probably a wave disturbance of the ether 
analogus to the wave disturbances which we 
‘called light. With light we bad waves of im- 
| ponderable, ethereal medium, which filled all 
apace (equally that filling up space between the 
stars as that between the smallest atom of mat- 
ter) vibrating at the astounding epeed of forty- 
| five millions of millions per second, with an am- 
plitade of oscillation as minute as the 37,000th 
[of an inch. The researches of Faraday, Clerk- 
| Maxwell, and Hertz, had led to the demonstra- 
| tion by actu 1 experiment that electricity was 
| also a wave motion of the ether of great rapid- 
| ity, with waves yards in length instead of mere 
fractions, like those of light. It was in this 
| direction that the great discoveries of the fu- 
| ture would be made.—NScientific American.
